COURT IN SESSION: 1:04 p.m.

Discussion held and argument given regarding Motion to Suppress Search Warrant (Doc. 
75). 

The Court states its findings on the record. 

ORDERED: Motion to Suppress Search Warrant (Doc. 75) is DENIED as stated on the 
record. 
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Discussion held regarding the Superseding Indictment, jury selection, vior dire, advisory 
witnesses, sequestration of witnesses, trial procedures, displaying exhibits, witnesses to 
be called, courtroom technology, jury instructions. 

Ms. Surratt states that she has provided the witness list and exhibits to Mr. Hermida. 

ORDERED: Both sides are allowed to have an advisory witness seated at counsel 
tables. 

ORDERED: Witnesses shall be sequestered prior to their testimony. 

Discussion held regarding the Government’s Motion (Doc. 115). 

Katrina Devine, Pretrial Services, addresses the Court. 

Argument given by counsel. 

The Court interprets the Government’s motion as a petition for warrant for violation of 
bond conditions and states findings. 

ORDERED: The Government’s motion (Doc. 115 - interpreted as a petition for warrant 
for violation of bond conditions) is GRANTED. The U.S. Marshal Service 
shall take the defendant into custody immediately following this hearing for 
violation of bond conditions. A hearing on Initial Appearance on Bond 
Revocation is set for January 7, 2019, at 2:00 p.m. before Magistrate 
Judge Kristen L. Mix. 

Mr. Hermida orally moves to continue the trial. The Court directs Mr. Hermida to file a 
written motion. 

ORDERED: The defendant is remanded to the custody of the U.S. Marshal Service.
